LORDS AMENDMENT to commons amendment

The Lords agree to the amendment made by the Commons 
in line 1 of the new subsection (3) to clause 70 proposed by the 
Lords with the following' amendment : 

Leave out (“ by order unless ”) and insert (“ subject as 
“ hereinafter provided by order ”) 

The Lords disagree with the amendment made by the 
Commons in lines 5 and 6 of the new subsection (3) to clause 70 
proposed by the Lords, but propose the following amendments in 
lien thereof : 

In the first paragraph leave out (“ upon a resolution 
“ declaring that it is expedient so to do passed by both 
“ Houses of Parliament of the United Kingdom ”) 

At the end of the new subsection (3) insert : 

(“ Provided that, before any Order in Council is made 
under this subsection, a draft thereof shall be laid before 
each House of Parliament for a period of not less than 
thirty days during the session of Parliament, and if before 
the expiration of that period both Houses present an 
address to His Majesty against the draft or any part' 
thereof, no further proceedings shall he taken thereon, 
hut without prejudice to the making of a new draft 
Order.”)
